O miuch hath been faid upon the Corn Laws, 
h that it cannot be expected much upon the 
fubject, new, inmportant, and true, can be offered to 
the Public. But, as I have not happened to fee 
my ideas on the matter precifely expreffed, you will 
oblige me by giving a place in your paper to the fol- 
lowing thoughts, which, [do affure you, come 
from neither a manufacturer nor Jandholder. + 
Let the Legiflature, by any mode, fil: the coun’ 
try full of people, manufactures, and commerce, 
then fink the value of land if they can. On the 
contrary, the confequence feems fo clear, that the 
value of land muft rife in proportion  to- population 
and wealth, that [ know not what arguments ¢an 
render more evident a doétrine fo obvious, And that 
the free importation and expurtation of eats feem to 
be. the moft effectual means to accomplith an end fo 
defirable in Scotland, appears’to me equally cleat ; 
for, whatever grain or food it be that conftitytes the 
chief fupport of the labouring part of any communi- 
ty, the average price of that food muft regulate their, 
day’s earning. Although it be true, chat if meal 
fall very much in one year, it produces’ great idle- . 
nefs and dif_ipation among the manufaétarers here ; 
yet ir does not therefore follow, that meal at 6 d. 
per peck would not be of the utmoft importance to 
them. ‘The common price of meal, pine years out 
of ten, is: from 1s, to 14d. a peck; labourers, 
therefore, mult gain 1s. or 14d. per day: And 
when meal rifes to 18d. or higher, it produces di- 
{trefs —and, if it falls to 8d. or under, there is no 
doubt but it occafions idlenefs. But, if the meal

grain can be carried five. _ 1° am alfo perfeétly con- 
. vinced, ‘that if the ground which cannot afford the 
landlord above 20 s. per acre, ia the prefent mode 
of conftaatly cropping, was to be laid out in paftu- 
rage and winter-feeding, it could as eafily afford him
